Appearance Not Intelligent. 

Wood left his wife’s side and walked to 
the witness stand with a steady galt. 
Swackhammer, counsel for the defendant, 
‘previously had told the jury he intended 
to put Wood on the stand to show that he 
is insane. His vacant stare, augmented by 
his weak face, with its drooping lower Tip, 
protruding teeth, and slanting forehead, 
stamped him as strangely unlike any other 
person in the courtroom. He comprehended 
all the questions and quickly answered them, 
in an intelligent manner and, with a steady 
voice. 

In relating his family history on the stand 
the prisoner said he had a brother who died 
at the age of 8 years with a double heart, 

d a 19 year old sister who committed sui- 
ide three years ago, He is the only mem- 
ber of his family living. The witness was 
asked at.the outset whether he had killed 
George Williams, or whether he knew him 
or knew bis wife. To each question he 
emphatically replied: 

Witness said he was in New York Jan. 30 
last, and as he went out of his house in the 
morning he met Henry Wolff on the street, 
He explained he had first): met Wolff in his 
father’s house, in New York, seven years 
ago. He had returned to the house unex- 
pectedly after leaving it one day, and first 
saw Wolff in a looking glass hanging on the 
wall in the room. The man was introduced 
to him by his father as his friend, Henry 
Wolff. Wolff, he sald, looked like both his 
father and himself. 8 
Planned to Get “Square.” 
Woltt met him several days later and told 
Him he he the illegitimate son of. his father 
and that he 
old man some day. Wood said his mother 
was ill at the time and told Wolf if he was 
going to do anything to wait until his mother 
got well or was no more. Volff continued te 
hound him, and came around to see him 
while he was working in New York on Jan. 
25. last. -He told Wolff he was financially 
embarrassed and could not carry on his 
business. Wolff came around to see him two 
days later and said he knew a man by the 
name of Mack who could get him a loan of 
$1,000 from his father at Scarsdale, Pa., if he 
would go there with him. Wolff brought 
Mack around later and introduced him. He 
asked Mack what security be wanted and 
offered him two lots which he owned at Avon 
and his goods and chattels. Mack said Wolff 
was all the security he wanted. Arrange- 
ment was made by which he Was to meet 
Wolff and Mack on Jan. 30 and go to Scars 
dale with them. He continued: 

I started for Scarsdale and met Wolff 
on the corner. He said he had changed his 
mind, but would go with me to the junction 
to meet Mack.” 

What junction was that?“ 

“T can't remember the name“ 

“What happened when you got to the 
junction?“ 

We met Mack and went to-a café. There 
I had a glass of beer and some frankfurters. 
After I drank the beer I felt as if I had been 
drinking a great deal.“ 


Introduces Little Black Man. | 

At this point the witness introduced the 
little black man for the first time. | 

“ While we were drinking.“ he said, “a 
short, dark man came in. Then Wolff and 
Mack disappeared. I haven't seen them since. 
The little man took charge of me and di- 
rected all of my movements. I don’t know 
where we went. Maybe it was to Elizabeth, 
but it seemed to me we rode for a week or 
more on the trains I don’t know much what 
happened after the little black man took me 
in tow. 

Prosecutor Reger questioned Wood about 
Wolff, and the witness stuck to his story. 

Didn't you tell your wife that Wolff and 
not you committed the crime?’ 

“Yes; hes the only one thatJooks like me. 

Tou believe he ag the murder? 

„Tes, I do, m what ive learned, He

When asked if he considered Wolff re- 
sponsible for all his trouble, Wood made his 
first show of emotion. Leaning forward in 
his» chair, he answered with much spirit:

Further rigid cross examination failed to 
break down Wood's strange story or disturb 
his childlike simplicity. ; | 


Says Wood Acted Str * 

Earnest Smith told ot a visit to the Wood 
home in December last, about a week after 
his marriage. Wood looked strangely at 
his wife, subsequently called on him and 
told him he was shocked, for he believed 
Mrs. Smith to be the woman he had married 
when he was 16 years old, and with whom he 
had taken a trip to Halifax. 

Dr. George M. Parker of New York testified 
he had examined Wood for two hours late 


| yesterday afternoon and had come to the 


‘conclusion that he is insane. He is convinced 

Wood had suffered a lapse of memory which 
he could not recall. He had met similar 
cases in his experience. He diagnosed the 
case as epileptic insanity. He considered 
the man Wolff the aura of the epileptic at- 
tack. 

Delusions like Wood's, the alienist averred, 
frequently occurred in epileptic insgnit:. 
A man who has an eptleptie fit is considered 
the most dangerous in the category of insane 
subjects. A subject of this kind is inclined 
to acts of Violence. He béelievéd Wood could 
have committed the crime with which he is 
charged in the indictment while in a state of 
epilepsy. Wood never saw Wolff except just 
before he had a fit of epilepsy. Other ex- 
perts testified that they believed Wood an 


epileptic.
